Rebels of the rank and file followed 
the example of their leaders this 
morning and confessed the cause of 
the Irish republic was lost by laying 
down their arms at the foot of Par- 
nell monument in Sackviile street 
and surrendering to British troops.

In getting the 
farm 
machinery 


ready for spring operations, Prof. H. 
C. Ramsower, of the 
Agricultural 


Engineering Dept., Ohio State Tni- 
versitj-, urges that special attention 
be given the lubrication of all wear- 
ing parts. 
"A full oil can to every 


machine" is the way ho states it. Es- 
pecially on new machinery and the 
farm tractor does the use of oil be- 
come important. Make sure that all 
oil holes, wells, pumps, grease cups 
and bearings are thoroughly cleaned 
of dirt, grit, paint, and foreign mat- 
ter before the holes are 
filled, 
so 


that waste matter can not be car- 
ried into the bearings. 
Clean wool 


or cotton placed in cups will keep 
out sand and grit. It is a good prac- 
tice to use a mixture of equal parts 
machine oil and kerosene 
in 
the 


bearings for the first few hours of 
operation of a tractor.

SWAT THE FLY. 


Right now is the time to begin the 


campaign against the tlv.

lowing are a few ways by which this 
pest can 1)6 controlled: 


1. Screen the house. 
2. Keep all the premises free from 


fly attracting material such as gar- 
bage, slops and manure. 


". Screen all privies on the prem- 


ises. 
Have in everv closet a keg of 


slacked lime and use freely to dry 
up the closet material. 


4. When cleaning out the stables 


do not spread the manure over the 
lot but haul-directly to the field. K 
this is not possible, put it in a heap 
and spray every two weeks with ar- 
senic of soda solution. This solution 
is poisonous and must be kept away 
from feed stuffs. 
The eggs of the 


fly are laid on stable manure-and in 
privies, but thrive 
best 
on horse 


manure. Each female lays about 123 
eggs of which 7f> are females. Tn ten 
days after the egg? are laid, the fly 
is full grown.

The forestry committee's

"While for the next forty or fifty 


years at least the United States as a

(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Dublin, Via London, May 3.—The 


situation in Galwaj resulting from 
the Irish revolt has been 
serious, 


according to advices just received. 
On Tuesday, April 24, 1200 rebels 
approaching rrom Oranmore, 
were 


within three miles of Galway when 
a na\al vessel shelled them 
from 


Galway bay, compelling them to re- 
tire to Moyard castle .at Athenry. 


On the following day another nav- 


al vessel landed 1200 soldiers who 
forced other rebels to retire towards 
that castle. 
Encounters between the 


rebels and small bands of police re- 
sulted in a number of casualties. 


One thousand 
rebel 
prisoners 


were marched through the city to- 
day under strong military 
escort. 


They included many youths in their 
'teens and several women. 
It is said that several 
thousand 


prisoners have been taken by the 
military.

Treasurer R. W. Archer has in his 
custody state cash and securities ag- 
gregating ?41.000,000, according to 
a report filed Wednesday with Gov- 
ernor Willis by State Auditor Dona- 
hoy. It covers the year ending Jan- 
uary 10, 191C, the 
first 
year 
of 


Treasurer Archer'c administration. 


Of this vast amount, $11,676,159.- 


14 was in cash, ?9,585,015.25 being 
general reserve funds, and $2,087,- 
883.81 being workmen's compensa- 
tion 
insurance 
funds. 
Protecting 


these funds, which are on deposit in 
banks throughout the state, earning 
high rates of interest for me state, 
are securities amounting to 
$12,- 


894,336.94. 
Other securities in the 


custody of the treasurer, which are 
put up by insurance companies and 
trust companies for the protection of 
their patrons, amount to $15,652,- 
030.55. 
In addition to these securi- 


ties, the treasurer holds bonds pur- 
chased by the state with the compen- 
sation insurance funds, the statute 
allowing these funds to be so invest- 
ed.During the first year of Treasurer 
Archer's .administration, the interest 
received 
by the state 
on 
funds 


amounted to $334,715.80 on general 
funds and $111,525.41 on compen- 
sation insurance funds 
making 
a 


total of $446,241.21 received by the 
state as interest on both funds. Aud- 
itor Donahey, a Democrat, compli- 
ments Treasurer Archer, a Republi- 
can, on his administration. He says 
in his report to the governor, "He 
(Archer) has loaned millions of dol- 
lars of public funds to Ohio banks, 
and in all cases he has not lost a 
single 
penny 
of 
the 
taxpayer's 


money." 
He says that Archer has 


performed the duties 
of 
treasurer 


with signal ability. 


For years a reserve fund of not to 


exceed $50,000 has been kept in the 
state treasury vaults. 
The auditor's 


examiners found 
$10,000 
of 
such 


funds on hand. The auditor does not 
think any reserve is needed and he 
recommends that all of this money 
be loaned out with the other funds. 
He points out that this $50,000 re- 
serve, if loaned out would net the 
state $400 in interest in one yearr 
The idea of a reserve was to have a 
fund on which the treasurer could 
draw 
when 
unexpected 
demands 


were made on the treasury for funds. 
The maintenance of active 
deposi- 


taries 
in Columbus, from 
which 


funds can be drawn by the treasurer 
at any time, does away with the ne- 
cessity of keeping a reserve in the 
vaults, the auditor says. 
He also 


recommends the enactment of a law 
legally authorizing the treasurer to 
open a collection account 
with 
a 


bank so that it can handle unlimited 
funds for the treasurer during col- 
lection periods when often as much 
as $1,000,000 is received.

Washington, May 2.—Americans 


re-awakened 
in 
national 
spirit 


through lessons of the war in Eu- 
rope was the theme of an address 
by President Wilson yesterday at the 
opening of the 
National 
Service

military 
encampment for 


young women. 
In 
concluding the 


President voiced a warning that the 
honor and integrity of the United 
States cannot be tampered with. 


He prayed that the country should 


not be drawn into war, but declar- 
ed that if it should be, "in the great 
voice of national enthusiasm which 
would be raised all the world would 
stand once more thrilled to hear the 
voice of the new world asserting the 
standard of justice and liberty." 


The President 
expressed confi- 
dent that in time of trouble the 
great mass of foreign-born citizens 
of the United States would be loyal. 
"I never had the slightest doubt of 
what would happen when America 
called upon those 
of her citizens 


born in other countries to come to 
the support of the flag," he said. 


"Why, 
they 
will 
come 
with 


cheers, they will come with a mo- 
mentum which will make us realize 
that America once more 
has been 


cried awake out of every sort of dis- 
temper and dream and distraction, 
and thut any man who dares tamper 
with the spirit of America will 
be 


cast oiit of the confidence of a great 
nation upon the instant." 


The President said in part: 
"It is with unaffected pleasure 


that I come to greet you as you have 
assembled for the interesting things 
you are going to do. 
"I always have felt that there was 


very much more inspiration in things 
that were voluntarily done than in 
things that were done under official 
direction and by official summons. 
You have volunteered to come to- 
gether without official suggestion in 
order to study some things which, 
while they are characteristic of the 
sort of comfort and assistance which 
women have been accustomed to of- 
fer, are, nevertheless, 
111 this 
in- 


stance associated with a very great 
national conception and duty. 


"We, of course, are living in the 


presence of conditions which we can 
not yet assess because they are un- 
precedented. 
The world never wit- 


nessed such a war. 
"And if this war has done noth- 


ing else, it at least has done this: 


"It has made America aware of 


dangers which most of us had deem- 
ed unreal, and has made us 
aware 


that the danger of our own time is 
nothing less than the unsettlement 
of the question of civilization. 


"As we see these great issues

HINTS TO PROGRESSIVE FARMERS 


Garden Notes for May. 


Give the hotbeds and cold frames 


plenty of ventilation. Remove 
the 


sash on warm, bright days, but be- 
ware of cold 
winds, 
especially on 


tomatoes, egg 
plants, 
peppers, or 


other tender plants. 
The following 


crops should be under way or may 
be gotten into the ground at once— 
parsnip, salsify, onion seed and sets, 
carrot, beet, radish, lettuce, spinach, 
chard, 
kohlrabi, 
peas, 
turnips, 


sweet corn and beans (snap) may be 
risked on a small scale. 
Make suc- 


cession sowings of lettuce and rad- 
ish at about ten day intervals, but 
a good succession should be provid- 
ed in order always to have medium 
sized tender stock. Plant cucumber 
and tnuskmelon seeds in pots in a 
warm bed or frama and transplant 
when the ground is well 
warmed 


and danger of frost 
is 
past. To- 


matoes should not be transplanted 
until near the middle of the month 
unless protection can be provided for 
cold days and frosty nights. The in- 
dividual plant boxes with glass in 
the side or over the top will be of 
considerable assistance in early crop 
production in the case of tomatoes, 
melons and cucumbers. 
They are 


too expensive in first 
cost and in 


labor to be profitable on a large 
scale, except in special cases. If rye 
was sown last fall as a cover crop, 
get it plowed under at once as it 
will sap the soil moisture and create 
too much bulk if permitted to make 
to rank a growth. Light application 
of nitrate of soda (not more 
than 


200 pounds per acre) to 
all 
early 


crops at this time will induce the de- 
sired early growth. 
Use with care, 


as too much about the plants will 
destroy them.

"By feeding 
the young 
porker 


through the mother and later direct- 


ly from the 
trough, 
he 
can 
'be 


marketed a month earlier 
and re- 


turn a greater profit," says Joel S. 
Coffey of the 
Animal 
Husbandry 


Department, Ohio State University. 
To this end the sow should be given 
all the good milk-producing feed she 
will eat. When the pigs are a month 
old or younger, they should be fed 
skim milk in a shallow pan. 
Then 


a slop made of milk, shorts, bran 
and a little tankage should be given. 
The little pigs should be fed in a 
creei> which shuts out the sows or 
other pigs. 
Corn can be added to 


the ration later. There will be no 
trouble from thumps if the pigs are 
given plenty of exercise.
